Principal's  Message 

GRADUATION  AND  CONTINUED  EDUCATION 

When  a  high  school  senior  recalls  the  rapid  progress  he  made  in  the  succeeding 
stages  of  his  development,  from  a  dependent  child  to  a  self-reliant  youth,  he  is  conscious 
of  the  significant  word  "change."  Change  characterizes  life  just  as  it  affects  society. 
Change  is  brought  about  in  people?'  lives  not  only  through  growth  and  development,  but 
also  through  education,  and  education  is  a  life-long  process. 

When  the  graduate  leaves  his  textbooks,  at  the  completion  of  his  high  school 
course,  and  closes  the  doors  of  his  high  school  behind  him,  he  may  l)reathe  a  sigh  c)f 
relief,  but  he  does  not  get  away  from  education.  Life  is  continuous.  Life  is  subject  to 
constant  changes.  As  youth  faces  this  new  phase  of  life,  outside  of  high  school,  without 
the  kindly  guidance  and  counsel  of  his  teachers,  there  is  much  he  will  have  to  learn 
through  the  inefficient  method  of  trial-and-error.  Frequently  he  will  miss  the  steadying 
hand  of  a  mature  friend.  Far  too  often  he  will  find  his  own  oars  weak  and  ineffective 
against  the  strong  and  masterful  currents  of  life.  He  may  look  longingly  back  towards 
the  safety  and  security  of  the  harbor,  but  his  course  lies  ahead.  Now  he  is  on  his  own. 
Whatever  regrets  he  may  experience  are  useless.  Lost  moments  and  lost  opportunities 
are  beyond  recall. 

As  youth  looks  ahead  he  need  not  despair.  When  problems  that  seem  almost 
insurmountable  confront  him,  he  may  still  find  their  solutions  in  books.  Librarians  will 
gladly  furnish  these  books  simply  for  the  asking.  What  will  be  lacking  will  be  the 
teacher's  tests.  Life  will  be  the  teacher,  and  life  will  provide  the  tests.  .Success  or 
failure  of  the  learner  will,  naturally,  depend  on  his  industry,  aspirations,  and  initiative. 

The  harvest  can  be  no  better  than  the  seed  that  is  planted.  Toil  and  sweat  will 
not  produce  where  soil  and  cultivation  are  poor  and  inadequate.  Intelligent  husbanding 
of  strength  and  resources  needs,  obviously,  to  be  supplemented  by  considerable  intelli- 
gent planning.  Continued  education  will  help  the  planter  who  hopes  to  reap  a  rich 
harvest. 

On  the  farm  it  is  not  the  loss  of  a  single  crop  that  ruins,  necessarily,  but  the 
washing  away  of  the  top  soil  is  a  permanent  loss.  Likewise  in  life,  moral  and  mental 
erosion  are  more  hazardous  than  loss  due  to  error.  Education  should  help  one  to 
weather  the  vicissitudes  of  off-years.  It  should  furnish  an  intellectual  and  spiritual  basis 
for  the  fruitful  living  of  a  full  life.  Frustration  should  not  be  the  child  of  an  intelligent 
mind,  for  man  is  spiritually  bigger  than  the  physical  world  that  often  tends  to  engulf 
him.     An  enriched  life  demands  an  education  for  living. 

True,  teachers  cannot  go  through  life  thinking  for  their  former  students.  Only 
the  impact  of  their  personalities  and  of  their  teaching  on  the  students,  thought  and  ac- 
tion, will  be  effective  in  their  future  living".  Self-discipline  and  self-direction  are  the 
essential  characteristics  of  a  mature  life.  Education  for  a  changing  life  will,  perhaps,  be 
the  chief  concern  of  all  who  will  be  called  upon  to  meet  the  world's  challenges.  How 
well  a  graduate  of  Lemasters  High  School  will  succeed  will  depend  largely  on  li»w  he 
learns  to  live  effectively  and  happily  from  day  to  day.  Continuous  education  will  aid  in 
this  enterprise  of  happy  living.  Therefore,  it  will  be  helpful  for  graduates  to  continue 
their  education.
